NEAT FARMING. 


IT ALWAYS PAYS TO KEEP THE 
FARM 


AND MACHINERY IN GOOD REPAIR. 


Is there such a thine; as neat farming ? 


That is to 3ay, is it yoaaible to farm on 
a paying basis aud Keep all buildings in 
repair, well painted and shingled, al' 
fences up and no togj>led-up repairing 
all nooks and .;orners free from weeds 
EO broken machinery or rubbish any- 
where in sight; no half-decaying straw 
piles or stack bottoms left over from las! 
year, no dead limba on the fruit Irees 
no rotten or fallen fruit on the ground 
all these and a hundred other tilings that 
must be done to keep a place looking 
trim and neat, besides the real business 
of farming ? Can it be clone and make 
the farm pay ? Anyone who will declaie 
that it will coat no more to keep a place 
neat and trim than it does to lot it go to 
weeds and ruin, makes a mid-statement 
It does cost to be neat, uud the iarmei 
who tries to get his farm in a neat con- 
dition and keep it so, knows that it eostb 
no small amount. Theie is no doubt but 
that it can be doue, and we do occasion- 
ally see such farms. 
On one occasion J 


saw a neighborhood of neat farms; but 
they are so few that they are a. curiosity. 
Of one thing, speaking from a life spent 
on a farm, I am convinced, and that is, 
that only the wealthier f.truieis can af- 
ford to keep up all ends about the Lirrn. 
It requires no small outlay ol uiuuey U. 
ijet the farm in shape, to put up barns, 
cribs, buildings of all kinds, fences, etc., 
as well as a constant outlay to keep them 
all in repair, and with the (arm ma- 
chinery to keep in working order, the re- 
pairs necessary to make in order to pre- 
vent loss or to keep the woik going, the 
cash outlay will reach ligiues that will 
make many a careful man study how to 
cut down the expenses. But while tiieie 
are many, peihaps the majority ot faitn- 
era, who cannot devote a gieat deal ot 
time, and less money, to make their 
farms more of a credit to themselves 
and their calling, there aie- many who 
could do far more than they do do, and 
find that it would p?y. 


It is no economy to neglect fences. If 


there is a hopeless task anywhere about 
the farm it is the endeavor to extermi- 
nate weeds. Weeds will grow, no mattei 
how persistently cut down. The seeds 
will lie dormant for years and thci. 
spring up and grow so that it is impos- 
sible to eradicate them entirely. 
Yet 


much can be done by going ovei the fields 
year after year and not allowing them 
to seed, and also keeping the fence cor- 
ners and nooks clean. 
Worn-out, use- 


less mechinery should be deposed of to 
the junkman. Ho will cariy away the 
iron parts and the rest can be binned. 
The dead limbs of the trees can be used 
as fuel, and in this way will pay lor U'e 
labor of cutting out and hauling to tho 
woodpile. Besides this the trees demand 
the attention to give satisfactory results. 
A neglected orchard is tar Iromorna 
mental or profitable eithei. Aud ,so it 
will go on through the. list. While it 
will cost some labor to keep things up, 
there will be much loss horn neglect it 
they are not looked after. The tanner 
who really hasn't the time, or who can- 
not afford to hire tho help necessary to 
do it, is making a mistake that is buie to 
cost him dear if persisted in. He should 
cut down his operations so that he lias 
time. There is more money in an eiglitj- 
acre farm, well tilled, than p. section 
skimmed and skinned. iV.v i.irmers can 
make their farms ideal, yet to a certain 
extent it pays to be neat, and the moat 
successful farmers one mil notice aie 
neat farmers.—A writer in the I'mirk 
/•'armer.

The coming of Mr. and Mrs. Roose- 


velt to the capital, with a family of six 
children, has emphasized the inadequacy 
of the accommodations afforded at the 
Executive Mansion, says a Washington 
dispatch. There are but five bedrooms ' 
in the house, which will just about meet 
the demands of the family, with no pro- 
visions for guests. 


Tne living apartments at the White 


House and the office provided for the 
President are all on the same floor. None 
of the space on the ground floor can be 
utilized for residence purposes. 
The 


whole floor is devoted to social functions, 
and is but a series of parlors and dining 
rooms. 


There has always been objection to 


the making of any change or alteration 
of the house for purely sentimental rea- 
sons. It has never been possible to in- 
terest Uorjgress in the demands for an 
enlargement of the house. 
Mrs. Har- 


rison, who was constantly embarrassed 
by the lack of rooms, made suggestions 
for adding to the structure. 


Only recently Colonel Bingham pre- 


pared plans providing for an extension 
of either wing of the building. A model 
shaped after his design was on exhibi- 
tion in the East Boom of the White 
House during the inauguration, but peo- 
ple said it would be a pity lo make any 
change in the appearance of the build- 
ing that has stood for so many years and 
has housed so many presidents. 


Efforts will be revived at the forth- 


coming session to either add to the build- 
ing or to erect a separate building in an 
other part of the city as a residence for 
the President. 


There is little privacy at the White 


House. The offices open directly into 
the living apartrnentB. Public men and 
private citizens aie coming and goin^ at 
all hours of the day and late in the even- 
ing. 


Attention was even called to the inad- 


equacy of the accommodations for the 
family of a president when Hayes was 
president, also GaiUeld, hut none of the 
suggestions made for remodeling were 
accepted, and the change has never been 
made. 


A reception, with the numbers that 


must now be invited, taxes the house be- 
yond its capacity. It is necessary to im- 
provise and to make many temporary al- 
terations whenever a large party is to be 
invited to the house. All this must be 
undone afterward, with resultant con- 
fusion and great annoyance to the occu- 
pants of the house. 


Having a large family, Mr. Roosevelt 


will necessarily have a larger number of 
servants. Servants' quarters are in the 
basement. 
The problems of providing 


sleeping rooms for them must also be 
salved. On the whole, the President and 
Mrs. lloosevelt will find great difficulty 
in accommodating themselves to their 
new quarters, and they will find it vastly 
different from their spacious house at 
Oyster Bay.
